Lufbery 
had adm itted In his confession to 
District Attorney Z. B. W est jr., 
th at he was interested to a certain 
extent In the psychological reac 
tlons which would be produced by 
his threat letters. His main pur 
pose in w riting them, however, was 
to gain money for publishing and 
selling his works, he declared 
The probation hearing for Luf­ 
bery was launched last 
Thursday 
and, after all witnesses in the ense 
had been heard, the court continued 
tlie m atter until today for his rul­ 
ing. Deputy D istrict Attorney Sam 
L. Collins appeared for the people 
in the hearings while John Clark­ 
son was appointed as counsel for 
Lufbery. 
Lufbery’s case was one of the 
most unique ever brought to light 
in Orange county. Although he has 
confessed to w riting threat letters 
to C. C. Chapman, Fullerton capi­ 
talist;

especially , the American school, like 
its predecessor in Europe, wa s a 
child of the church and wa s under 
its Influence rather than under the 
Influence of the state. 
‘T h e la w s of the Connecticut 
colony required tha t the pupils be 
g iven 
*to 
understand 
the 
main 
grounds 
and 
principles 
of 
the 
Christian religion necessary to sa l­ 
va tion’ and ‘to learn some orthodox 
catechism.’ Schoolmasters were re­ 
quired to ca techize th® children In 
the principles of the Christian re­ 
ligion and to conduct morning and 
evening pray er. 
The earliest col­ 
leges, 
particularly 
Harvard 
and 
Yale, were founded for the pur­ 
pose of preparing y oung men for 
the ministry . 
Although the em ­ 
pha sis on religion wa s particularly 
strong in the N ew England colo­ 
nies, the dominant spirit of the 
early schools in all the colonies 
was religious. 
This condition con­ 
tinued 
approx im ately 
until 
the 
period of nationa liza tion. 
Subse 
quently to the Revolutionary war 
the schools gradually became less 
religious, and passed out of the 
control of the church Into the con 
trol of the state. 
“ Influenced by the individualism 
of the eig hteenth century , the ed­ 
ucational a g encies of the church 
thought of their work chiefly in the 
terms of individual salvation. 
In­ 
dividual persons were saved out of 
a 
world 
which 
it 
w a s 
thought 
neither possible nor desirable to 
save. 
The Reformation doctrine of 
salvation through fa ith based upon 
a knowledge of the Scriptures re­ 
mained firmly fix ed in the mind of 
the Protesta nt church, and had the 
effect of placing the primary em­ 
phasis upon a knowledg e of the 
Bible a s th® m eans of religious ed­ 
ucation. 
In the la tter part of the 
nineteenth 
century there 
was 
a 
general substitution of the term 
Bible School’ for the older term 
Sunday school.* 
In many quarters 
there w a s a general antipathy to­ 
ward the use of any other than 
biblical m aterial in relig ious educa­ 
tion, an a ntipa thy tha t still per­ 
sists. 
Under the influence of this 
knowledge aim relig ious education 
became practica lly identical with 
religious instruction. 
“ At the beginning of the twenti­ 
eth century there emerged the con­ 
ception of the development of a 
religious 
personality 
a s 
the su­ 
preme a im of relig ious education 
This a im show s the influence of 
psy chology . 
The 
school 
became 
pupil-centered rather than curricu­ 
lum-centered, It w a s perceived that 
this 
enlarged 
and 
vitalized 
aim 
would require the co-ordination of 
all of the educa tional a gencies of 
the church, if not the formulation 
of an entirely new program. Secu­ 
lar education seeks the develop­ 
m ent of the phy sical, intellectual, 
emotional,
